Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114

5. The prior art taken either singularly or in combination fails to anticipate or fairly suggest 
the hmitations of the independent claims, in such a manner that a rejection under 35 U.S.C. §102 
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Art Unit: 1742 

or § 103 would be proper. Specifically, the prior art disclose a process of drawing a synthetic 
biodegradable filament including heating with a laser in a narrow zone, see Suzuki et al. (JP 
2003-16615 A), Ohkoshi et al. (US 6,497,952 Bl), Leenslag et al. {Resorbable Materials of 
Poly(L-lactide). V. Influence of Secondary Structure on the Mechanical Properties and 
Hydrolyzability of Poly(L-lactide) Fibers Produced by a Dry-Spinning Method) and Appel et al. 
(US 4,340,563). The prior art fails to disclose that the fiber is delivered without resistance by 
passing the fiber through a blowing duct prior to heating and drawing, as claimed. Additionally, 
see applicant's arguments dated 24 January 2012, pp. 6-12.
